Ir has been contended by some who insist 
that Prussia bas no right to wrench a limb 
from-France which mast afflict it with incur- 
able laméness, that if the principle the Ger- 
mans are now seeking to apply to Alsace and 
Lorraine be univerzalized, nearly every state 
in Europe would have to be dismembered. 
Two Provinces of Russia—Ksthouia and 
Courland—speak German. Are these to be 
incorported with the fatherland? Dutch is 
only corrupt German. One-third of the 
Swiss country comprises German-speaking 
territories. Are these also to be annexed ? 
Does the Northern Bond contemplate placing 
another Gottingen at, the Hague, in order to 
teach the inhabitants to speak their language 
with more correctness? As to the six Pro- 
vinces of Austria, their fate is sealed. In 
Holstein it is impossible to say where the 
German ceases or the Danebegins. In Ca- 
lais and Bolongne the population isas much 
English as French ; fo parts of Geurnséy as 
much French as English. There are districts 
in the Pyreonees which are neither Spanish 
nor French, but a melange of both. In Bo- 
bemia, the German and the Slavonic; in the 
Tyrol, the German and Italian; in Alsace, 
the German and French neutralize each other. 
If each state were to insist upon governing 
every man belonging to its nation, it is evi- 
dént that every community in Europe would 
be embroiled with its neighbor, ina struggle 
after the impossible.

with the various tribes along the Cosst. 
They produce annually from 30 to 45,000 
Gallons of oil, made from the dog-fish, 
which swarm along the Coast, and in the 
Sounds, in almost incredible numbers. 
A large quentity of this oil goes from 
Pachinab, Net:inaht, Ohyaht.and Clayo- 
quaht to Cape Flattery ;° whence it is 
shipped to Paget Sound, Portland, and 
San Francisco, as American produce, 


thereby saving the heavy duty, thet oar 
traders would have te pay, and enabling 
the Americans to give the Iudians a bet- 
ter pric , than can be afforded on the Ie- 
land. Tae Fishing’ commences about 
the middle of Jane and lasts antil the 
middle of November, or later, should the 
weather permit. They alsu get a con- 
siderable quantity of whale, and small 
fish oil which they barter amongst each 
other, and is ased as an article of food. 
They also produce from 1000 to 1500 
seal-sking annually ; besides from 20 .to 
30 sea otter skins, together with large 
quantities of Land Otter, Martin, Mink, 
Racoon and Bear skins, with a few 
Black Bear and Beaver skins. But the 
skins procared on the Island, are not of 
such a good quality, as those from the 
north pert, and interior of BritishColam— 
bia, excepting perbaps the sea and land 
otter, and seal, Many of these skins are 
brought to Victoria, by the Nittinahts or 
other tribes on this side of Clayo-quaht ; 
and most of the proceeds expended in 
whisky. In consequénce of which, on 
the return of the canoes from town, there 
ia one scene of drunkeness and debauchery 
all along the coast. There is scarcely a 
summer pusses, without two or three mur- 
ders being committed daring these orgies, 
not to mention uumbers of cases of cut 
ting and stabbing, aud attack on each 
other with axes, sticks,or any offensive 
wepons that come most readily to hand. It 
has beeu suggested by persons familiar 
with these Indians, that the best way tu 
top the nefarious traffic, would be to 
caase the canoes to be watched, on their 
arrival in Victoria, and as whisky is the 
last thing they take on board, they should 
be searche.! p: ivr to their departure ; and 
should liqaor be found on board. the 
canoes with all its coutents should be 
coufiseated. One or two seizares of load- 
ed canoes, would it is maintained have 
more effect in deterring the Indisns from 
purchasing whisky, than all the methods 
tried in punishing the whisky sellers—a 
cluss of men too !azy to work,and to whom 
imprisonment and the chain-gang is no 
disgrace. Fish abound on all parts of 
the west coust. Cod are most plentifal 
abvut Barclay and Clayo—queht Sounds, 
Sv ure Herring wlso. Large quantities 
of [alhbut are caught everywhere, and 
many other.descriptivas of fish. Ducks, 
geese and brendt, are uonumerable dur- 
ig the winter months. Kik and deer, 
the latter in- great quuntitics, are killed 
throughout the year ; end a short dis- 
tance inland, grouse, partridges and oa

Doomed Paris— Borrors in Reserve 
—Bffect of Prussian Shells. 


[Strasbourg (Sept. 20) Correspondence of the London 
* " Times, ) 

I saw, from the outside, the fire that was 
kept up against Strasbourg during the few 
days tuat preceded its fall. Le Courrier du 
Bas Rhin, which was published until the 
very day on which the flag was hoisted, gives 
a brief account of the effect the fire produced 
within; ‘It seemed,’’ it says in its number 
for September 27, ‘:impossible that the dan- 
ger to our city could increase, or that more 
terrible engines of war could be employed 
than those which our besiegers bad already 
brought into use. Last night, however, they 
proved to us that we had not yet seen the end 
of their resources, for they fired incendisry 
shells upon us from incredible distances. 
These siuelle, which generally weigh more 
than fifty kilogrammes (some of them weigh- 
ed 150 pounds), contain several kilogrammes 
of powder, and are furnished with a fuse 
which burns during the passage of the pro- 
jective, and makes it burst at theend. The 
enemy fired a certain number of these shells 
from Schilltigheim, or from the batteries of 
La Rotonde as far as the Grande Rue, the 
Rue du Bain aux Plantes, the Rue de la Fon- 
taine and Les Ponts Couverts. The shells 
were to be seen rising slowly in the wir, then 
rushing headlong toward the ground. A 
frightful noise followed their fall upon the 
honses, in which they caused terrible ravages. 
One of them pierced three stories a2d burst 
in the cellar; others knocked down and 
smaxbed entire buildings, pulverizing what- 
ever they touched. The German newspapers 
spoke Jately of two monster mortars placed 
by the besiegers before our walls. They are 
evidently the two mortars which throw pro- 
jectiles to a distance not hitherto attained by 
any artillery. Serious misfortunes marked 
last night and the evening tbat preceeded it. 
The victims, killed and wounded are very 
numerons. At the Maaris-Kageneck there 
was a frightful catastrophe. Inthe Maison 
Mehl, sitaare close to the Saverne quarter, 
two projectiles fell almost at the same time, 
killed six persons and wounded twelve: Jn 
the Rue du Bain aux Plantes four persons 
were wounded in one house. Inthe faubourgs 
there were victims, as there are every night. 
How long the list will be of all these ruins 
and all these deaths !"’
